Previous to the resnmption of the regular business
bf thewynod, the yarions members assembled in the
chareh for nevotional exercises, tifte Moderator cons
ducting the same, After the callibg of the roll, the
miputes were read and nnsl“ adopted, after a few
alterations luq ested by Dr. Muosgrave, in regard to
heving &0 explicit statement 1n the minutes of the
old prest na:.' of which the mewly-construocted
ones are legal succeasors.

The Becretary stated the matter would be cor-
rectedd by @ revisory committee, He subse-
quently made & motion, Which was adopted, amenil-
ing the minutes In regard with the wishes ex-

resged in regard 1o the matter of legal succession,

resolution was l.dulrwd appointing a committee to
prepare standing rules for the government of the
synod, to be reported at the next convention of the
synod. The Moderator appointed the following
on the committee :—Rev. Dir. Rice, Rev. Mr. Moore,
and Rev. Mr, Patterson.

Rev, Dr. Rioe moved that when the synod ad-
journs it adjourn to meet on the third Tuesday of
October next, at half-past 7 in the evening, the
place for meeting to be hereafter decided upon.

In fixing upon the place for the convening of the
synod, anﬁlscunwn arose apon the various places
proposed—Honesdale, W © county, Scranton,
and Wilkesbarre being the favorites. Scranton was
at last decided upon, that locality belng the most
convenient for the majority of the membérsa,

Kev. 8. (. Logan, of Scranton, by request, then
appointed a eommittee of the Scranton members to
make arrapgements for the convention of the
synod, at that place, in October next.

Rev. S, C. Logan then spoke in favor of his motion
made last evening, but which was not acted upon,
constructing the Preabytery of Montrose out of the
counties of Bradrord, Sullivan, Wayne, Wyoming,
and that portion of Luzerne county north of Wilkes-
barre Mountain, In opposing & separation of the
Wyoming and Lackawanna valleys from the preaby-
tery as proposed, he said that the above-named val-
leys are being rapidly filled np, owing to the great
development of the coal mines in these valleys.

Rev, Mr. Crane, muuﬂh haviog no objection to a

presbytery, yet bellaved that the one proposed
by Rev. Mr. Logan was entirely too large, Some
arls are almost practically inaceessible to pastors
iviog in other parts, The country i8 very mounn-
tainous. There are few rallroads, and most of the
travel will have to be performed on horseback. Mr.
Crane, in ravorlnF a division, spoke of the newly de-
veloped coal-flelds extending from the northern part
of Sullivan county into the southern part of the
county of Bradford. Ere lomg that reglon wili be
clogely populaved, and will of ltsellf be large enough
to constitute a aynod,

The question wag further discussed by Rev, Mr.
Armitrong and Rey. Mr, Miller, of Montrose.

After further discussion by lev. Mr, McClintock,
of Wilkesbarre, and others, the previous guestion
was called by Rev. Mr. Fisher, but the synod refused
to second it, A debate then ensued upon a motion
made by Rev. Mr. Fisher previous to the calling of
the previous question. Mr, Fisher's resolution pro-
vides that the counties of Samluehnuun‘ Wayne,
Pike, and the township of Nichelson, in Wyoming
connty, and Luzerne county, north of Wilkesbarre
Mountain, be organized Into one presbhytery, amd the
conntles of Bradford, Wyoming, and Sulllvan be
made into another,

The discussion was then resumed npon the three

ropositions before the synod, Judge Jessups, of
Elommse. Mr. Steinmetz, Rev. Mr, Hiokey, and
others pntlclpaun?.

In accordance with a resolution to that effect the
debate on the resolutions before the synod was
clored at 12 o'clock. The synod then came to 4 vote,

The resolution of Rev, Mr. Fisher was lald upon
the table.

A vote was then taken on the sabstitute oifered by
Rev. Mr. Logan. The sabstitute was adopted,

The report of the Judicial Commitiee, Rev, Mr.
Stewart chairman, was submitted. In the matter
of tue complaint of the Third Presbytery agalnst
the Luzerne Presbytery, the report aavises the
adoption of a series of resolutions reciting in
substunce that inasmuch as the presbyteries between
which the difficulty occurred have now ceased to
exist, therefore the whole subject, with all the docu-
ments connected therewith, be referred for actlon
to the Presbytery of Lehigh, that body being the
most competent for the settlement of the qaestion.

Rev. Mr., Logan moved to dismiss the wnole sub-
ject, The motion, after considerable debate, waa
voted down. The report was adopted.

A report of a committee appointed to condense
into one article theivarious resolutions In reference
to the legal snccessions of the new presbyteries,
was read and adopted.

The balance of the sesslon was occupied In the
disenssion of the miscellaneous business of the
Lynod.

WasHINGTON, June 3. —The Benate Uommittes on
Foreign Relations torday to roport s wabsti
tute for the House Cnban resclutions, which are rogarded
ax very strong, covering the whole sabject, and giviog
sverytbing but belligerant rights to Cubang, The first, reso
lution declares that the people of the United States can-
pot hear with indifference reports of Cuban barbarities
perpetrated on tha Island of Ouba in the gontest now
waging there between Spain and Ouha. The United
States prolests agninst these outrageous barbaritios by
both parties, and denounces them as cootrary to
the lawe of civilized warfare, Government
paks that they may be stopped at _ onoo,

Mr. Sumnner, chairman of the Uommittee on Foreign
Redations, reporioed & serios of resolutions as a substitate
for the House resolution in relation to the coutest be-
tween the Cuban insargents and the Government of
Spain. He mked the immediate consideration of the
re r‘\l‘h The resolutions of the committes were read as
follows

Resolutions declaring the sentiments of the people of
the United States concerning Spain and her island colo-
nies lyipg in Amerioan waters

Resolved, That the pmgle of the United Btates canaot
hear with indifference the voporis of tha bartarous ont-
rages whiob resnch them constantly from the neighborin
island of Uuba ; that they protest agsinst the repetition o
such acts, whether by the Spanish Government or by the
iosurgonts snkinr indepondence: that they denounce
with indignation the shooting of captives taken with arms
in their hands asa violation of the first priociples of aivili-
zalion, sud contrary to the precedent happily established
on the North American contineet, and in the name of
humanity they solemnly insist that these tbings shall

conte,

Hesoleed, That the people of the United States are
pained to hear that the pretension of property in man ia
still upheld in the island colenies of Spain lying in Amoe
rican waters ; that haman belngs endowed by nature with
the nght to I‘fo, liberty, and the parsuit of happiness, are
hold as slaves, that instead of terminating this preten.
sion at once the Spanish Government propose to proteoct
it for an indefinite gﬂriod. by an impossible systom of
gradualism ; that such o system is justly offensive to all
who love republican institutions, and especially to the
people of the |nited Btates, who now, in the name of jus.
tice and for the sake of good neighborhood, nuk that
slavory shall cease at once

Kesoleed, That the United Btates, hu!u;i onca colonios,
achieved their independence as & nation by successial re-
nistance to the Kuropean power claiming to govern them,
and their example was followed afterwards by the Spanish
colopios on the American contiment, all of which have
achieved independence likewise, That alrendy the same
aspiration for independence begins to stir in the neigh.
boring colonies of Gireat Britain; that these instuncesin
barmony with the spirit of the age teach, that the day of
the Kurepoan colonies in this hemisphiere hax passed ;
that impressed by this conviotion the ple of the United
Ntats regret to witness the extraordinary efforts of the
b];;ani.-l; Governmaont by violence and blood to imaintain
the unnataral jurisdiction in Cuba, forvidden by the
fm“ law of progress, and hosiile to the best interests of

poth parties. )

Kesolved, That the peopld of the United States declare
their »_.{-mp;uhy with their fellow Americans in Cuba,
strogeling for independonce. and at the same time their
sympathy with the people of 5oain in their present efforta
for liboral institations in their own ancient land, and they
eall on this peopile, as their tirst stage in reform at home,
and for the sake of peacs, to recognize at oneo ths right of
Cubans to govern themselves; that tiey make this appsal
with |imn:ﬂgnml will to the people of Spaio, and with
nssurrance that the justico they do to others will redound
to their own happiness, welfare and renown,

Kesoleed, That the President of the United Btates is
charged with the duty of communicating these resolu-
tions to the Government of Spain,

Mr. Canserly said, in view of the great importance of the
subicct, he objocted to its consideration anel the resola
tions were printod.

Mr, Sumner said the resolutions had been thoroughly
considered in committor, and that Mr. Uasserly, an n
nin-lllrher of the Committee on Foreign Relations, knew
the fact.

Mr. Casserly refused to withdraw his objection, and the
resolutions were laid over and ordered to be printed,

Mr, Btewart moved to take up the bill to prevent the
enforcemant of Chinese coolis contracts for servile Iabor,

Mr. Oassorly gave notice of his intention to amend the
bill in someo of its very objoctionable featares, and asked
further time for the purpose.

Mr. Stewart remarged that each day's dulq lasssnnd
the probability of puﬁinﬁ the bill, while these Chinese im.
portations were inereaved,

Mr. Bayard referred to the importance of the guestion
as ocoupying the attention of the best minds of oar day.
He thought the introduction of the Chinese slemeont was
too recent for apy relinble deduction as to the conse.
quences likely to ensue. Ho thought such differences
wgulld better ndjust themselves by being let alone fora
whue,

Mr. Btowart finally agreed to withdraw his motion tem-
porarily. _

Mr. \{'llnnn said the Benator from Nevada (Mr, Stewart)
was foreed by the objections made by Senators on the
other sidoof the Chamber to let the bill go over, but he
boped he would call it up LOAMOTTOW. or &3 800D A4S Possi
ble, and press it to a vote. The time for action had sarely
come when Congress should arrest this importation of ser
vile labor eitber to take the place of the emancipsted men
of the Bouth or the workingmen of the North. Hoe was
opposed to eusting » drag-net over the world, and gather-
ing up the degraded portion of mankind o lower the
price of lubor, and degrade the workingmen of the Unitad

Mr, Stowart's motion was then withdrawn,

Mr, Sberman moved to limit the debate on the amend-
ment to the Tax bill te five minates to ench moembaer.

Mr. A. G. Thurman objected, as ths bill was the mos
important and comprebensive of the session.

He would not undertake to argue the propriety of re.
pealing the predent mode of slecting members by single
districts, although he wus inclined to believe that the
eystem of free or cumulative voting was destined to saper-
sode it, Under the cumnlative systemn oo pariy maoninery
or party trickery or fraud could deprive minorities of the
voice they were entitled to in selecting representatives.
The corréciness of the principle was unguestionable, snd
this was an epportunity of testiog it and putting it in
application.

For instance, there would be three members to be
elocted on genaral ballots in tho State of New York where
there were six hundred thousand woters. Under the pre
sent system there these three members would all bs of the
same party, and consequently, parties being made equal,
soime  SOO00  votess wou unre presen.ed,
and  consequently Bnuucllly disfrapchised, bat
if the syg:vem !-Ltlxk be proposed "u‘ ndgs-«.\_l.

THE GREAT NOVELIST'S DEATH,

i ——
From the Londen Daily Teleqroph,

The report that Mr, Charles Dickens had been
selzed with an apoplectic attack on Wednesday
eyening, and had since remalned anconsclous,
reached London yesterday, and was followed briefy
by the sad news that he dled at 6-10 last evening at
Gad's Hi, his residence near Rochester, He had
just eat down to dinner on Wednesday, with his
sister-in-law, Miss Hogarth, who, observing an un-
usual appearance in his iace, became alarmed, and
gald she feared he was ill, proposing in the same
breath to telegraph for medical assistance,

Mr. Dickens replied, “No, no, no; 1 have got the
toothache, and shall be better presently.” He then
asked that the window might be shat; and almost
immediately he lapsed into unconscionsness, from
which state he never recovered till the moment of
his death, Meanwhile Mr. Frank Beard of No. 44
Welbeck street, Mr, Dickens' regular medleal ad-
viser, was telegraphed for, and arrived at Gad's Hitl
in the course of Wednesday evening, He saw at
once that the case was hopeless; but, for his own
satisfaction, as well as for that of his relatives, he
summoned the assistance of Dr. Russell Reynolds,
who conld only concur In Mr. Beard's bellef that
nothing less than a miracle could save the life of
thelr patient.

For the laet two or three days Mr. Dickens, al-
though not apparently out of his usual healtn and
spirits, had complained of & diMculty in doing his
work, saying thut it did not come spontaneously to
him as it used to come, Mr. Charles Dickens the
younger was telegraphed for on Wednesday eve-
niug, but the message did not reach London il
He started Instantly for his
father's residence, and wis present at the death-bed,
with two of his slsters, Miss Hogarth, and the medi-
cal attendants, It 18 a significant fact that when,
lust year, Mr, Dickens was suddenly seized with
Hlinecss at Preston, his dovotor warned him not to
read, at the peril pf his life, and brought him almost
by force to WOWIL.

“The Wornt of these Rallrond Accldents. '

The day of his death was, strange to say, the anni-
versary of the Staplehurst accideat, tn which, 1t will
be remembered, he was In great peril, and from
which some of those nearest to him conslder he re-
celved a phygical ghock from which he never really
recovered. ‘The (rlends In the habit of meeting Mr.
Dickens privately recall now the enurg{l with which
he depicted that dreadful scene, and how, as the
chimax of his story came, and its dread interest
grew, he would rise from the vable and literaliy act
the parts of the several suiferers to whom he
had lent a helpilng hand, Now that he is
gone it 18 remembered, too, with absolute patn,
that one of the first surgeons of the day, who
was present when this Staplehurst story was told
soon after it8 oecurrence, remarked that “‘the worst
of these rallway accldents was the diMlealty of de.
termining the period at which the aystem could he
gaid to have survived the shock, and that instances
were on record of two or three years having gone by
before the life-sutfferer knew that he was serlously
hurt, But the medical testumony as to the immedi-
ate couse of Mr. Dickens' death 18 definine and
precise, Apoplexy—an effusion of blood on the
brain, the causge an overstralned gystem, and the re-
sult one which was only staved off twelve months
ago, when he was Induced 1o obey his doctor's in-

with affection the many traits which made this great
man so lovable,
